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On Tuesday, May 21, the 
board of trustees of St, Al- 
bert Protestant School Dis- 
trict adopted calling for ex- 
penditures of $1,452,413 for 
the current year, This com- 
pares with an actual ex- 
penditure of $1,165,178 for 
1967, an anticipated in- 
crease of $287,235, Tosome 
extent, the {increase of ex- 
penditures will be compen- 
Sated by an Increase i[n 
grants from the school bull- 
ding program plan fund, 
primarily for capital debt 
charges, 

Thus whereas expendit- 
ures have risen from $154,- 
435, to $285,745, an increase 
of $101,310, the correspon- 
ding grants are expected to 
rise from $143,698 to $230,- 
321, a difference of $86,623, 
Thus the net Increase for 
dett retirement amounts to 
only $14,687, a figure that 
represents the cost of buil- 
ding and other capital pro- 
grams not supported by the 
foundation plan, for example 
the cost of school sites and 
the districts administration 
building, 

On the operating side, 
however, the cost Is much 
grimmer, Increases occur 


in most but not all items, 
generally reflecting the in-

the Increase is In instruc- 
tional staff salaries, which 
amounted to $675,266 in 1967 
ami are expected to reach 
$834,000 this year, a rise 
of $158,734, Since salaries 
are decided on the base of 
collective bargaining be- 
tween the teachers and the 
school board, they consti- 
tute an item over which the 
trustees have only very lim- 
{ted control, 

Despite the heavy and un 
avoidable increases in ex- 
penditures for current oper- 
ations, corresponding re- 
venue from the foundation 
plan provides little support 
for the additional financial 
burden, No increase what- 
soever is to be found in 
the grants per teacher, and 
a mere $10 to $15 per pup- 
tl, 

As a result the trustees 
have arranged to meet the 
minister of education In the 
near future to point out as 
forcibly as possible the ex- 
tremely difficult position 
into which the district is 
being forced by his depart- 
ment, which sets education-

Supplies Arctic Trek 


Four men on an aretic 
trek which began February 
22 this year and !s schedul- 
ed to finish at the end of 
May, 1969 receive supplies 
by parachute drops from an 
Edmonton transport squad- 
ron 435, 

On May 10 the first drop 
of five planned included over 
3000 pounds of food for men 
and dogs, kerosene and re- 
serve clothing, A new sled 
was added to the load to 
replace one damaged tn the 
trek across the Arctic 
wastes, 

Four years of preparation 
went into the project in ad- 
vance of the British trans- 
arctic expedition - a 3500 
mile journey across the 
polar ice cap, Wally Her- 
bert, 33, a veteran antarc- 
tie explorer, leads the party 
and his companions are a 
glactoulogist-meteorologist, 
a geophysicist and a British 
army doctor, all in their 
thirties,

One of the principles of 
effective teaching and 
preaching {s repetition, but 
perhaps with variations to 
maintain {nterest .

freshing combinations may 
be ot¢alnad, For example, 
white cultivars with laveo- 


der and purple Japanese 
irises, red or purple col- 
ors with bright snapdragons 
or daylilles; tall blue ver- 
onfeas with white phiox and 
bright red astibles are some 
of the most effective ar- 
rangements, 

The bright colored culti- 
vars are quite showy whea 
flanked with a background of 
white mugwort and a fore- 
ground of the double drop- 
wood, This gives a good 
contrast of bloom and later 
covers up the basal follage 
of the phlox which ts not too 
becoming by late September, 
Soft Dive splky annual sal- 
vias blend alcely with the 
deeper planks and reckiish 
tones as do the perennial 
leicle veronica and Summar 
Saow physostegia, 

Purple or magenta phics 
cultivars create the great- 
est problems when used in 
the border, for their colors 
are not always harmonious 
with other flowers, Sllver- 
follaged artem'sla and nep- 
etaa with a lacy vell of 
perennial baby’s breath will 
help alleviate the basic color 
coafiicts, 

The cultivation of this 
splendid perennial is quite 
simple; it needs a good deep 
rich sot! and must be allow- 
ed plenty of alr circulation, 
While tt will withetand light 
shale, avold planting tn mot- 
lonleas areas overshadowed 


by large bullidings, 

Phioa need dividing every 
three years; dig them out of 
the ground and break off the 


e -- 
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"...Alright , [m hungry too ! But you dont

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outer shoots for replanting, 
The centre of the clump Is 
best discarded, for it sel- 
dom produces healthy flow- 
ers, Failure to divide plants 
regularly will result tn 
greater susceptibility to 
rusts and mildew diseases, 
If for some reason, dividing 
cannot be carried out, a good 
tentative measure is to thin 
the shoots to allow a better 
flow of alr between the stems 
Leave from seven to fifteen 
shoo's on each plant for a 
good show of bloom, 

Although summer phlox 
need coplous supplies of 
water, care must be exer- 
cised to prevent It from get- 
ting on the leaves, Many 
home gardeners destroy 
their plants by the use of 
overhead (rrigation that en- 
courages and spreads the 
disfiguring mildew and leaf 
spot diseases,

lost tm history, bat it ts 
thought to have started in 
the area that is now Arabia 
more than I7 centuries ago, 

Kait ona,,.purt one; knit 
one,..purl one, The rhym- 
thic cadence of the hand 
kaitter has its version in 
every language, The click of 
needles echoes across con- 
tinents busily fashioning 
everything from delicate 
baby garments to hairy mas- 
cullne sweaters, 

Each year the hand knit- 
ters of the world knit and 
pari their way through more 
than 150,00) tons of knitting 
yarn, most of it wool, And 
the garments they knit, If 
laid on the ground, would 
make a sormal width road- 
way more than 28 miles long 

Kaltters are all ages, and 
many are men, The one thing 
they all have {n commonisa 
desire to create with their 
own hands, 

The requirements now are 
much the same as they were 
in far-off days — neetiles 
and knitting yarn, The oaly 
difference ts that now not all 
knitting yarns are made af 
wool, 50 the first thing to 
check when buying is what 
the yarn is made of Ifthere 
is a Woolmark on the label, 
you know not only that the 
yarn is pure wool but also 
that oaly sew wool has been 
used, The mark also guar- 
antees that the yarn has been 
imtepentently tested for 
fastness to light and water, 

Most knitting wool is sow 
mothproofed whether this Ls 
mentioned on the label or 
aot, 

Wool will give the best 
results if {t is handled prop- 
erly in use, Pulling It too 
tigtt while knitting will ruin 
its springiness and sticking 
needles into the ball may 
split the yarn, For an even 
texture to the garment, nev- 
er stop work, or make joins 
ia mid-row, 

Aod this has been good 
advice for nearly two cen- 
turtes!

NEW AUCTION RULING 


Weaner pigs weighing less 
than 22 pounds can no longer 
be sold at Alberta Auction 
Markets, The regulation 
passed by Order tn Council 
recently is designed to pre- 
vent the high rate of dis- 
ease and death of young 
pigs soon after their ar- 
rival on the purchaser’s 
premises, Results from a 
similar regulation prohibit- 
ing the sale of calves under 
eigtt days after January |, 
1967 have pleased both par- 
chasers and auction market, 


SEEDING RATES 

Many farmers seed at a 
heavier rate than necessary 
according to findings at La- 
combe research station, 
Seeding rates for wheat, oats 
and barley could be consid- 
erably reduced, A rate of 
from one to one and a half 
bushels per acre is recom 
mended for wheat, many 
farmers seed two bushels 
per acre, Seeding rates for 
oats are recommended from 
two to two and one-half 
bushels per acre, but three 
bushels is common seeding 
practice, Barley is recom- 
mended for one and one 
half to one and three-quar- 
ters, It ts belleved that 
farmers seed at heavier 
rates because this practise 
used to ald in controlling of 
weeds, But with moderna 
herticides, Dr, Bratvold of 
the Field Crops branch feels 
that there is no longer any 


justification for the heavier 


rates,

_ Thibault Board Faces 
Rising Costs 


Many factors have con- 
tributed (o the rise in taxes 
made necessary by the Thi- 
bault School Board’s budget 
for this year, 

These are: Teacher's sal- 
ary increases; Adoption of 
the single grade system; 
Increase In wages for care- 
takers and maintenance staff; 
Rising costs of supplies; 
Capital expenditures for the 
portable classroom and the 
convent, 

Teacher’s salaries have 
taken a jump of 15%(or ap- 
proximately $53,000) which 
was necessary to compare 
with surrounding areas, 
This increase was to be 
expected with the religious 
now on full salary, the 
change to one teacher per 
grade (which makes It poss- 
ible to continue the complete 
French and Engiish pro- 
grams), and recognizing the 
importance of being in a pos- 
ition to hire the best poss- 
ible teashers procurable, 


If Thibault ts to continue 
an adequate level of ser- 
vices, and to compare reas- 
onahly with adjacent school 
boards, the increases io 
maintenance and caretaking 
salaries were also neces- 
sary, Higher costs of sup- 
plies and of utilities have 
had to be met by all school 
boards and Thibault is po 
exception, 

The increased enrolm ant 
due to the registration of 
non-resident students has 
helped to keep costs down, 
because no extrateachers or 
classrooms were needed to 
accomodate them, In addi- 
tion these students help the 
board to continue the dual 
language programs, 

Insurance monias (from 
the red brick school which 
burned {n 1958) have been 
invested in capital expend- 
itures, such us the convent 
and the portable classroom. 
The board therefore re 
celves no
